Ludwig Renn Conducting an 
Extensive American 
Lecture Tour 



I UDWIG Renn, the noted German 
^ author, will speak tomorrow 
noon in Room 44 in the Arts Build- 
ing before an open meeting spon- 
sored by the Social Problems Club 
on the subject of "The War in 
Spain." 

He is an authority on the tech- 
nique of war, yet a militatit pac- 
ifist, a believer in democracy, m 
the eventual defeat of fascism and 
the triumph of peace. His famous 
books, "War," "After War" and 
"Death Without Battle" amply re- 
veal his views in this respect. 

His real name is Arnold Fried- 
rich Vieth, Baron Von Gosseneau, 
a captain in the German Grenadier 
Guards during the war. He served 
the police force after the German 
Revolution. He was accused of trea- 
son as the one responsible for the 
Reichstag fire and thrown into a 
Nazi concentration camp. He es- 
caped after two years* service and 
went to Switzerland, where he 
wrote his story of Hitler Germany, 
"Death Without Battle." 

In September of 1936 he went to 
Spain and . became Chief of StaS on 
the International Brigade. 

He is now making a tour of the 
United States and Canada lecturing 
on why he, as a pacifist, fights 
Fascism, which he believes has be- 
come the greatest cause of war.

REGENT ECONOMIC 
SLUMP SEEN NOT 
' LASTING IN EFFECT 



Professor Hemmeon Blames 
Industrial Over-expansion 
for Causing Relapse 

itW DO not think that the 
1929-1033 depression is 

likely to repeat itself at the 
present juncture" was the 
opinion given by Professor J. C. 
Hemmeon, of the Department 
of Economics and Political 
Science, when interviewed by 
the Daily on the subject of the 
present economic slackness on 
this continent 

When asked: "What do you 
think are the chief , reasons for 
the present recession?" Profes- 
sor Hemmeon replied: "The 
most important immediate cause 
is probably the industrial and 
mercantile over-optimism and 
over-expansion, particularly in 
the capital goods industries, in 
the first six months of 1937— at 
that time a natural procedure. 
LABOUR A FACTOR. 

"The reaction is partly ascrib- 
able to the Labour situation. 
This will right itself when the 
principle of industrial trade 
unionism is recognized and 
firmly established, and when 
and if the industrial and craft 
unions kiss and .make friends. 
I cannot say how important a 
factor the Labour situation is, 
but I am sure that it is ex- 
aggerated. 

"The present slackness has 
been intensified, not caused, by 
the stock exchange recession, 
which was largely the result of 
gambling in stocks by insiders 
and Ignorant outsiders, easily 
made panicky. . An Inside or, if 
necessary, an outside house- 
cleaning of the stock exchange 
is indicated." 

"What should be done 'about 
it?" Prof. Hemmeon was asked. 
"Keep cool and . quiet all 
aroùn^," he replied, "—business 
men in their operations, the 
press in its headlines and edi- 
torials, the government in its 
legislation and' adminstration. 
Stop calling the politicians 
names." 

"How can recovery be at- 
tained?" was the next question. 
"I prefer to make my answer 
a negative one. The legislative 
panaceas so often and so com- 
monly proposed, such as con- 
servative revision of taxation, 
changes in the Securities Ex- 
change Committee L^w, and in 
the National Labour Relations 
Law, wiU not help. They bear 
on long period problems, and 
are of doubtful efficacy even 
for them. 

"There seems to be an 
American touch to my answers, 
but, after all, Canada Is an 
economic adjunct of the United 
States, and wishful thinkmg on 
the part of some will not and 
cannot change our position." 

At the end of the interview, 
Professor Hemmeon was asked 
if he expected business condi- 
tions to be remedied soon. He 
replied: 'T see no immediate 
prospects lor recovery,"

"pHE chief hindrance to the 
teaching .of English in the 
high schools is the student," be- 
gan Allan Talbot, in his address 
to the. English Literature Society 
at a meeting yestefday after- 
noon in the Arts Building. 

Mr. Talbot, who is a McGill 
graduate, is on the staff of 
Strathearn High School, and bis 
remarks were based on personal 
experience. The above assertion, he 
explained, was 
true because the 
majority of stU' 
dents are not 
really capable of 
a fine apprecia- 
tion of litera- 
ture. It is use- 
less, however, to 
expect from 
them more than 
they can pos- 
sibly ever give. 
The teacher 
must adopt a practical and not an 
idealistic attitude towards his class. 

"The difficulty in teaching lit. 
erature," he continued, "lies In the 
necessity of producing a proper 
atmosphere for the subject Disci- 
pline must be matotained, but it 
must not be allowed to rule the 
period, and distract the student's 
attention." 
Mr. Talbot proceeded with an out

Mr. Tupper Illustrates LeC' 
ture to Science Women's 
Club

A brief history of music from 
St. Gregory to Brahms, illustrated 
by the playing of records, was giv- 
en by Mr. Tupper of the McGill 
Conservatorium of Music at a reg- 
ular meeting of the Science Wo- 
men's Club last night in R.V.C. This 
was the first programme meeting 
of the year, the other being devoted 
to general business. 

Mr. Tupper began the outline 
with a short discussion of the four- 
tten modes authorized by St. Gre- 
gory as being available to church 
composers about nine hundred A.D. 
Plain song melodies controlled by 
the Church were founded on these 
early modes, and were without ac- 
companiment, After these, followed 
Troubador songs, and later the two- 
part song, or harmony, was intro- 
duced. Then, besides the fourths 
and fifths for harmony, composers 
began using other intervals, cre- 
ating the dlscant. This started the 
polyphonic school, in which each 
part had something interesting to 
do; Bounds followed, and .then 
counterpoint, which consisted in 
weaving several tunes around one 
central theme. One to four notes 
were used against one, and synco- 
pation was also introduced. On the 
Continent, Palestrina composed a 
Mass which was considered as the 
saver of Church music, as he used 
popular music instead of the purely 
religious music of former times. 
. In' England, Tudor composers 
were arising. At that time every 
manor-house had a permanent 
musician. Besides this, every 
educated person had to be able 
to bear a part in community sing- 
ing for the madrigals which were 
sung at the end of the day's sport; 
guests also amused themselves by 
playing violins and harpsichords. 

Melodic music with chordal ac- 
companiment came into vogue in 
Handel's time about the seventeenth 
century. His "Largo" is an ex- 
ample of this. Then came the great 
song composer, Schubert and. other 
masters — BacK, Beethoven, and 
Brahms. The program closfi with 
the playing of the third movement 
of Brahms' Third Symphoby.

Maistre and T. Sourkes of McGill. 

Canada's relations to the Sino- 
Japanese situation and her part in 
the recent Brussels Conference 
have been discussed at previous 
meetings of the commission which 
will present a report to the Na- 
tional Conference at Winnipeg. The 
group will gather today in Strath- 
cona Hall at S p.m. 

When the Bi-racial Commission 
met on Wednesday, a comparison 
of the University of Montreal and 
McGill was made." Various aspects 
of university life such as curri- 
culum, student government, social 
life, religious organizations, and 
racial groups were taken by a re- 
presentative of each college in turn, 
and their merits and disadvantages 
explaine'd. , 

This commission holds its meet- 
ings alternately at McGill and the 
U. of M. Its chairman is Jean 
Hunter; some of the French-Can- 
adian students participating in its 
activities, are M. Terrier, A Leclair, 
and J. Langlois. 

CO-OPERATIVE COMMISSION. 

A short talk on "Consumers Co- 
operation" was given by Harold 
Williams when the Co-operative 
Committee met last Wednesday. 
This included a general outline of 
the Rochdale plan, and how it is 
organized in the United States. Dis-

Some years ago the campus 
boasted of a fine orclnestra, 
• made, up of students and led by 
the "perennial" Izzy Âspler, 
who graduated with his Arts 
degree Iii 1930. This band pro- 
vided the music for many of the 
college dances during Aspler's 
scholastic career, notably the 
"Dutch" Prom of 1929 and In 
the same year the Alma Mater 
dance which was formerly the 
greatest annual social function, 
but which • was discontinued 
since more prominence has been 
given to the Junior Prom, the 
Plumbers' Ball, and the other 
faculty dances. Aspler's, or- 
chestra was also featured at the 
Jazz Teas which were held 
formerly. Lately, however, out- 
side orchestras have supplied 
the music for McGill dancing. 

According to Don Williams,

MUSIC NOTES 



EUGENE U8TB RECFCAL. 
QOliE of the patrons of Mrs. A. M, Russel's 
*^ "Wednesday Nine O'docks" were privileged 
to have a second hearing ot the gifted young 
American pianist, Eugene List, when he per- 
formed in the first concert of the present series 
held in the Ritz-Carlton this week. Mr. List is, 
ot course, no stranger to Montreal, having 
appeared here with the Montreal Orchestra last 
season; and his playing on Wednesday evening 
confirmed and expanded an impression, formed 
on that occasion, of his versatility and his 
eminently musician-like qualities. 

It was all playing of a very high order. 
Mr. List is the possessor of -so impressive a 
technical equipment that his most formidable 
problems seemed to solve themselves; but more 
than that, one found at frequent points in his 
performance an unsuspected spiritual quality, 
a maturity, and a comprehension ordinarily tm- 
looked for In one of his years. There were 
other sources of delight— in a fine sense ot 
rythmic values, and in the fact that again and 
again he contrived to charm the ear with a 
piano tone of surpassing purity and beauty and 
exprèssiveness. ' ' 

The program which Mr. List elected to play 
was of less heroic proportions. It opened with 
three of Scarlatti's most decorative little 
sonatas, which he embellished' witlj a charm 
and elegance altogether appropriate to the 
music. Here facility of exécution and im- 
peccable good taste combined for a general v 
effect of complete" felicity. Two BacH^îhwaf 
preludes followed, in the Busoni adaption; "Nun 
kommt der Heiden Helland" and "Nun freut 
euch lieben Christen", sonorously and 
impressively set forth. ' 

The major work, which, closed the first 
section of the program, was the Beethoven 
sonata Op. 87, the "Appasionata." Of this, his 
only venture into music of an architectonic 
character, Mr. List made an exciting and 
memorable experience. It would take some 
time to chronicle all the admirable parts of 
the performance; but one might especially 
mention the ingenious and lovely variations of 
the andante, and the storm-swept final move- 
ment to which the pianist brought an explosive, 
overwhelming brilliance, 

A group of pieces, by Brahms and Chopin 
followed the. sonata. In the Capricclp, Op. 76, 
No. 1, and two Intermezzi of Brahnis, and in 
one of Chopin's less sentimental Fantaisies Mr. 
List exhibited a gift for plire song. By turn 
poet and romanticist, he managed to Invest the 
music with the indispenslble transparency and 
dèlicBcy that are Hie part conditions of its 
beauty. 

The program concluded with a collection of 
modem works. A spirited Rigaudon, Forlane 
and Toccata by Ravel were first, and received 
colorful, rhythmic treatment; while a collection 
of six Bagatelles by Tcherepnlne and 
Balakirèv's Oriental Fantasy, "Islamey" closed 
the xecltaL

« A PLAY is like a cigar: if it's bad, it won't 
*" draw; but if it's good, everyone wants a 
box:" The Shining Hour is a good cigar. It 
has the wit, the urbanity, and an unusual 
treatment of the roniantlc theme which consti* 
tute a good play on Broadway, and it was a 
smash hit when Raymond Messey produced it 
on th^ main stem back in 1934, Despite the fact 
that its author was almost unknown, it drew 
like a powerful Havana weed, and gave equal 
satisfaction. 

It! author, Keith Winter, has not yet become 
distinguished enough for snobs to know. The 
only facts available about him come from those 
austere books of reference which reduce a 
man's life and personality to t dry record ot- 
the date», of his birth, marriages, and death. 
vr« learn from one of titess eminent Buthorities . 
that h« was bom In North Wales in 1908, that 
ht went to Lincoln College at Oxford, became 
a schoolmaster, and finally a successful play- 
wrlght and minor novelist. Besides "The Shin- 
ing Hour," he wrote such well-known plays as 
"RaU of Norway", "The Whip Hand", "The 
Ringmaster", and !*Worse Things Happen at 
Sea", as well as a novel with a peculiar title, 
"The Other Man's Saucer," 

IBut vflik this outline in mind, m can 



better understand his plays, which are some 
thing more than "Imitations of Coward's worst 
manner". There Is a strahi of Welsh rornantic- 
ism in these unusual comedies of Winter's, but 
it is a romanticism tempered by sophistication 
Where Coward, attentive always to an audience 
as simple-minded as he attempts to be, drills 
for water and calls for all the handkerchiefs 
in the audience. Winter writes with dry humour 
and tense restraint. At times this restraint 
amounts almost to repression. The Shining 
Hour, for example, might very easily have 
developed into sheer melodrama, but Winter 
never loses his hold on his subject, and has 
created a very fine dramatic situation out of 
a highly passionate scene. 

The main Idea behind all of Winter's plays 
is the futility of preserving outworn conventions 
and traditions, especially with regard to mar 
riage. This iclea is expressed in the symbolical 
title, "Rats of Norway". Every year from a 
certain sea-coast town in Norway, huge num- 
bers of rats swim out to sea, and keep on 
swimming until they are drowned. Once upon 
a time there used to be an island off the coast 
at this pohit, but it sank under the<seaimany 
years'ago. Since no rat has ever*retiOTed to 
tell the tale, and since rats are unaccustomed to 
stop and think whether any of their ancient 
customs are still useful, they continue year 
after year to pursue this futile and fatal 
pastime. 

In the play, "Rats of Norway", the failure 
of the lovers to realize that they have already 
broken the Seventh Conunandment and that 
saving the appearances will not help them, 
brings disaster. In "The Shining Hour," how- 
ever, one character, the neglected wife, is given 
in one shintog hour of tospiration the realiza- 
tion that strict adherence to the conventions is 
fatuous and will bring happiness neither to the 
lovers nor herself. This realization, Whiter 
says in effect, is the true morality. 

But it must not be imagined that the plays 
consist wholly of ' moralizing. Winter writes 
with a lightness of touch, and with a suave 
urbanity which is more effective than the 
superficial pleasantries of the great Coward. 
His witticisms have a tang In them like a 
8trong.:COUgh drop. And perhaps this felicity 
^'of expression has been Winter's greatest weak- 
ness. He has not been taken seriously, and has 
even been regarded as inunoral. Such accusa- 
tions, however, seem to be the fate of all who 
try to think and, write with originality.

SIR ARTHUR W. CURRIE, 
Died November 30, 1933. ' 

A FAMOUS MESSAGE. 
|N the gloomy days of March, 1918, 
* Sir Arthur Currie issued a mes- 
sage to the Canadian Corps which 
deserves to rank among the most 
Insphring exhortations to valour 
issued during the Great War. It 
was as follows: 

"In an endeavour to reach an Im- 
mediate decision the enemy has 
gathered all his forces and struck a 
mighty blow at the British Army. 
Overwhelmed by sheer weight of 
numbers the British divisions In 
the line between the Scarpa and the 
Oise have fallen back, fighting 
hard, steady and undismayed. ' 

"Measures have been taken suc- 
cessfully to meet this German on- 
slaught. The French have gathered 
a powerful army, commanded by a 
most able and ti-usted leader, and 
this army is now moving swiftly 
to our help. Fresh British divisions 
are being thrown in. The Canadi- 
ans are soon to be engaged. Our 
Motor Machine Gun Brigade has 
already played a most gallant part 
and once again covered itself with 
glory. 

"Looking back with pride on the 
unbroken record of your glorious 
achievements, asking you to realize 
that today the fate of the British 
Empire hangs In the balance, I 
place my trust in the Canadian 
Corps, knowing that where Cana- 
dians are engaged there can be no 
giving \vay. 

"Under the orders of your devot- 
ed officers in the coming battle, 
you will advance or fall where you 
stand, facing the enemy. 

"To those who fall, I say "You 
will not die but step Into Immor- 
tality. Your mothers will not la- 
ment your fate but will be proud 
to have borne such *sons. Your 
names will be revered for ever and 
ever by your grateful country, and 
God will take you unto hlmselt' 

"Canadians, In this fateful hour I 
command you and I trust you to 
fight as you have ever fought with 
all your strength, with all your de- 
termination, with all your tranquil 
courage, On many a hard fought 
field of battle you have overcome 
the enemy. With God's help, you 
shall achieve victory once, more."

Word Science 

If one is to be a great success one 
must build up a larger vocabulary, 
according to Professor Johnson 
O'Connor, founder and director of 
the Human Engineering Laboratory 
of Stevens Institute of Technology 
in Hoboken, New Jersey. 

For the past IS years Professor 
O'Connor has conducted a study 
trom which he has derived the 
theory that success, much like mat- 
ter, can be divided into measurable 
parts. 

"The total ability which each In- 
dividual possesses can be broken 
down into a number of separate 
mental elements," says the profes- 
sor, "Concrete constituents of suc- 
cess have been isolated and studied 
in the laboratory, one of which is 
a large English vocabulary." 

Continuing, the experimenter 
stated, that vocabulary, more than 
any other characteristic which is 
measured in the laboratory is a 
true determiner of the executive 
rank which a man or woman can 
reach. 

Tests consisting of 180 word's are 
given to 20,000 men, women and 
children to furnish the proof of the 
claim made by the director. 

Presidents and vice-presidents of 
large companies passed the 150» 
word quiz with an average of 143 
answers correct. College profes- 
sors ranked next with a grade of 
142 while the college graduates 
totalled 123. High school seniors 
rated lowest with 103.— Montana 
Kainnin.

STUDY REVEALS THAT 
ORGANIC CHEMISTRY 
IS TOUGHEST COURSE 

What is the 'most difficult college 
subject? y 

Organic chemistry. ' 

This is revealed in a study made 
by Ihfi Bureau of Educational Sur- 
veys, New York City. 

The Bureau found that the use 
of college outlines and other supple- 
mentary aids to study was in direct 
proportion to difficulty in the sub- 
ject experienced by the student, and 
that the number of students in or- 
ganic chemistry using college out- 
lines far exceeded that of any oiher 
course. 

According to the study, science 
courses as a group are a major 
source of difficulty, with history, 
particularly ancient, medieval and 
European, not far behind, Study of 
Shakeapeares' plays rates "hardest" 
of the English literature courses, 

The subjects most baffling to 
students, In order of their diffi- 
culty, as revealed by the survey, 
are: Organic chemistry, statistics, 
physics, gcperal psychology, Inor- 
ganic chemistry, principles of 
economics, political science, general 
biology history, of the middle ages, 
history of Europe, American gov- 
ernment and English literature. 

Students questionéd during the 
study stated that the college out- 
lines simplified their work by 
giving them a picture of the course 
as a whole Jn advance of the field 
to be covered and virere especially 
valuable fôrrevJèw purposes, Facul- 
ty mémbers, while generally opposed 
to their use in cramming for 
exams,, found them useful as 
manuals around which to build 
lectures and class discussions and In 
encouraging atudents to do supple* 
mentarji; reading.—ycrmoat Cynio.

Since President Cona;it modified 
the requirements for courses in the 
humanities two years ago in the 
supposed interest of the physical 
sciences, the trend toward the social 
sciences at Harvard has been for- 
ward, a recent survey reveals. Pre- 
sident Conant has deplored this 
tendency. In his annual report last 
spring he wrote, "I hope that we 
have reached the end of the trend 
away from the arts and letters." 

SOCIAL SCIENCES POPULAR. 

An indication of the growing in- 
clination toward the social science 
at Cambridge is the enthuslatic re- 
ception of the Guardian of Social 
Science, a magazine launched last 
winter. with a strong student and 
faculty backing. So great has the 
interest in the social sciences be- 
come that the student council has 
appointed a 'special conmiittee of 
eight undergraduates to decide whe- 
ther arrangements should be, made 
to take care of this trend or whe- 
ther the trend should be discour- 
aged. 

At Williams statistics show that 
for the first time in a dozen years, 
more undergraduates are signed up 
for the economics major than for 
that in English History and political 
sciences reveal comparable in- 
creases, whQe registration in the 
natural sciences rarely holds its 
own. 

History, economics and English 
hold the academic spotlight at Yale, 
where the Student selection of these 
subjects is on the increase. How- 
ever, there is no such marked fond- 
ness for the social sciences at New 
Haven as at Cambridge.

GRADUATES SOCIETY 



20th October, 1037 
I am very glad to have an oppor- 
tunity of telling the members of 
this branch something about what 
is going on at the university. 1 
want to pick up the story where 
I left It at the reunion in October 
last year when I made some re- 
marks about what had been going 
on at the university in the previous 
five years. The Mcdill News did 
me the honour of publishing these 
remarks in its subsequent issue. I 
do not therefore, wish to go over 
the same groimd again. 

In the last year the capital funds 
of the university have been in- 
creased by endowments of over 
$600,000.00, the principal amount 
being the William G. Cheney be- 
quest of about $430,000.00, the re- 
venue from which goes to the 
Medical Faculty. 

As you know in August, 1935, the 
governors undertook to balance the 
revenue and expenditure budget 
for the following four years. It is 
gratifytog to report that the extent 
of help needed for the' year ended 
31st May last was only about 
$83,000.00. That Is a very substan- 
tial and satisfactory improvement 
over the preceding year, and It is 
so despite the fact that there were 
included to expenditure certain 
non-recurrtog charges .and also 
certain increases in the depart- 
mental expenditures towards the 
end of the year when it was fore- 
seen that the budget was turning 
out better than had been antici- 
pated. 

The sources of our revenue dur- 
ing the past year, Including McGill 
University, Macdonald College and 
the Royal Victoria College, were 
approximately as follows:— 

Interest $ 818,000.00 

Fees 732,000.00 

Government grants ... 162,000.00 
Donations and other 
income which in- 
cludes board at Mac- 
donald College and 
R-V.C 474,000.00 



$2,186,000.00 



You will notice that the fees are 
almost exactly one-third of our re- 
venue. As to the rate of interest 
on book value of investments, it 
gradually' dropped from tiie high 
point of 6.1 per cent in 1928 to a 
low of 4 per cent in 1935, and it has 
now recovered to 4.46 per cent 
When you consider that the Invest- 
ment Funds of the university and 
the two colleges are now nearly 
$18,000,000.00 you wiU realize that 
the drop of over 2 per cent in the 
rate of Interest between 1928 and 
1934 was a very serious matter. The 
expenditure has been on:— 

Salaries $ 987,000.00 

Wages 276,000.00 

Other expenditure, in 
eluding upkeep of 
plant and mainten- 
ance of laboratories 
for teaching, research, 
ete. .'. 918,000.00

In considering, from the point of 
view of endowment the progress of 
the university it is interesting to 
note that without taking account of 
subscriptions and donations that go 
directly into Revenue Account for 
special work in departments like 
Biochemistry, Neurology, the Lib- 
rary School and others, during the 
last twenty years the capital funds 
for Building and Endowment pur- 
poses have been' increased by thir- 
teen and . three quarter million 
dollars. This, of course, includes 
the Centennial Endowment Cam- 
paign of slightly over six mllllph 
dollars, but even taking thàt into 
account I am sure you will be sur- 
prised at the amount In some re- 
spects the reaction of the public to 
the determination of the university 
in the last few years to face the 
financial situation and to conduct 
its affairs on sound financial prin- 
ciples has been extraordinary. In- 
stead of realizing that the univer- 
sity is taking the course of action 
that every public institution in 
Canada should follow, some people 
seem to think that the university's 
finances are to a serious stote. They 
omit entirely to take , into account 
that the university has a very large 
capital, ' some of which was used 
for revenue deficits. Apparently 
the determination not to have the 
capital funds further depleted, even 
by the depression, • has led to a 
complete misunderstanding of the 
real situation. I ask you to con- 
sider the history, of the last twenty 
years and to contrast the position 
of the university with that of any 
of our large cities, our provinces, 
and the Domtoion itself.

continent It seems to me to be an 
absolute disgrace that countries 
such as the United States and our 
own should have got themselves 
into the position that we are in to- 
day. Our governments should not 
have had debts, they should have 
had stores of wealth like McGill. 

This brings me to a word about 
the policy of the university. 

First of all, I want to say that 
we do not propose to spend money 
until we have it Looking back 
over the last twenty' years I think 
that we were perhaps a little over 
enthusiastic after - Uie centennial 
campaign. Six million dollars had 
been raised. The university immc' 
diately Increased salaries about 
$200,000,00 a year— Involving about 
four million dollars of the endoW' 
ment fund, then there were also 
some buUding projects which be 
tween capital expenditure and up 
keep involved about another four 
million dollars. Those commit- 
ments created some difficulties for 
the following years, and. we are 
very anxious to avoid a repetition 
of that rather uncomfortable situa 
tion. 

We hope that two years hence, 
at the end of the four-year period 
underwritten by the governors, as 
far as the Revenue and. Expendl 
ture Account is concerned, the uni- 
versity will be on an even keel. 

We are looking for increased sup- 
port to several directions. 

First of all, we are anxious to 
have the general endowment fund 
built up to recover the depletion 
arising from previous deficits on 
revenue account I think it fair to 
attribute a very large portion of the 
depletion to the drop in the Interest 
rate to which I have referred. 

Two years ago certain . tocreases 
were made in students' fees. At 
the moment we are not planntog 
any substantial changes but we are 
watching the si,tuatIon closely and 
we will naturally be governed to 
some extent by the general trend 
at other universities. 

Regarding government grants, at 
the present moment consideration is 
being given to the Province of 
Quebec to a change of policy rC' 
garding financial support for educa 
tional institutions. Claims are be- 
ing made that the Province of Que 
bee has not been supporting educa 
tion in a manner at all comparable 
to what has been done in other 
parts of Canada. 

Another possible source of in- 
creased revenue is contained in the 
recommendation of the Survey 
Committee to the governors, that 
attempts should be made to obtain 
annual subscriptions to the general 
revenue funds of the university, 
I do not know of any better way 
of describing this scheme than by 
reading a letter which was prc' 
sented to the governors last year.

Dear Sirs:— 

We, the undersigned, graduates, 
past students and friends of the 
university, submit the followtog for 
your consideration: 

We appreciate the value of the 
imiversity to the community and 
to the country as a whole and 
realize that any support we can 
give is in the nature of public ser- 
vice and a safeguard for the com- 
munity's welfare. 

. Those of us who have been at Mc- 
Gill realize that we received our 
education and training at a fraction 
of the cost of providing the neces- 
sary facilities, due in large measure 
to the generosity of past genera- 
tions. We acknowledge our in- 
debtedness and would like to have 
some practical means of discharging 
this obligation at least in part. 

We apreciate the financial diffi- 
culties of the university and realize 
that to a large extent the present^ 
situation is a result of the average 
return on endowment funds having 
fallen, in common with general in- 
terest rates, from approximately 6 
per cent, to 4 per cent, which has 
meant a loss of revenue of some 
$320,000.00. 

We are impressed with the work 
that has been done by the govern- 
ors and the staff in reducing ex- 
penditures and this letter is 
.prompted by the example set by the 
governors in contributing so gener- 
ously to the general operating ex- 
penses of the university, imdoubted- 
ly the greatest need of the moment. 

We are aware that there will 
probably be a general campaign for 
endowment funds in the near future 
but many of us are not now, and 



will not be in the next few years, 
in a position to contribute any sub- 
stantial amount of capital monies. 
We are, however, willing and 
anxious to make a small annual 
contribution to the imiversity 
which we feel would be preferable 
to several ways to the contribution 
of endowment funds. Our sugges- 
tion is as follows:— 

A form of membership in the 
university could be established,' 
possibly reviving the name Corp- 
oration, of which such graduates, 
past students, other individuals and 
corporations as cared to contribute 
one of several annual fees, the 
minhnum betog say, $10.00, should 
be members. 

The Income from this source 
\yould form part of the ordinary 
revenues of the university and, as 
such, would be administered by the 
governors without any special 
allocation. 

It is not suggested that such mem- 
bership in Corporation, or any other 
title that might be used, should 
carry any voting or other rights, 
nor that prospective members 
should be asked to obligate them- 
selves for future years. On the 
contrary, we believe that no formal 
bills should.be sent out but that in, 
say September of each year, a letter 
should be forwarded to each mem- 
ber, enclosing a summarized copy 
of the annual report and drawing to 
his attention that in the past he had 
contributed, that his contribution 
had been appreciated and that if 
he again felt disposed to assist in 
financing the work of the univer- 
sity, the governors would appreciate 
receiving a further contribution in 
respect to the current year. 

We believe that many friends of 
the university would hesitate to 
offer the relatively small sums 
which we have in mind without 
some such plan as we propose and 
we feel that the advantages to be 
derived .therefrom are numerous, 
principal among which are the fol- 
lowing: — 

1. Interest would be created in 
the work of the university. 

2. A source of income would be 
established, which, with small 
effort could easily be made per- 
manent Such revenue should 
gradually increase and any falling 
off due to depressed bustoess con- 
ditions would in all probability be 
no greater than that suffered in the 
return from invested capital. 

3. If the experience of other in. 
stitutions can be taken as an todi* 
cation, it can reasonably be expect- 
ed that a number of such members 
win make provision in their wills 
to perpetuate their support
